A Momentous Finale. 


The Peace Treaty has been signed. The Germans have 


recognized and accepted the inevitable and taken their medi 
cine. It was a bitter dose for them, but it came as a result o 
their own misdoing. They starred a heartless and inexcusable 
war for the; purposes of plunder and dominion, but were 


• checked in their mad career, overpowered and literally brought 
to (heir knees. ' 


The terms_which Germany bad fo accept may seem hard in 


some respects, but her oil'ense was grievous. U is not neces- 
sary here to review the horror for which she was responsible. 
The toll which the nations have paid in life, treasure and 
suf- 


fering is beyond compulation. President Wilson in his mes- 
sage to the American people immediately following Ihe sign- 
ing of (he treaty says: "It is a severe treaty in the dulies and 
penalties it imposes upon Germany, but it is severe only be- 
cause great wrongs done by Germany are to .be righted and 


, repaired. H imposes nothing that Germany 'cannot do; and 


she can regain her rightful standing in' the world by (he 
prompt and honorable"fulfillment of its terms." 


And so the formalities in Ihe restoration of .peace are at an 


end. The past is past and (he eyes of the world must now be 
turned to Ihe future. 
11 is for the nations to realize what this 


treaty means and to steer their courses in accordance with ils 
huinahc and lofty aims.. As President Wilson says: "It (Ihc 
treaty) is much more than a treaty of peace with Germany. 
II liberates great peoples who have never before been able to 
•find the way to liberty. U ends, once for all, an old and in- 
'lolerable order under which small groups of selfish men could 
use the peoples(of great empires to serve their ambilion for 
ppwer aiid dominion. It associates the free governments of 
(lie world, in a permanent league in which they^arc pledged lo 
use their united power to maintain peace by maintaining righl 
and justice." 


The treaty'makes, as'the President says, "A new order of 


affairs in the world," and it now remains for Ihc nations to 
adapt themselves>to the new order. Lei it not be forgotten 
(hat this treaty places restrictions upon other nations as well 
as upon Germany. Old things have been swept away and 
there is indeed a. new order of-affairs in the world. 


It should be, and undoubtedly will be, Ihe aim of Ihe na- 


tions (o adjust themselves to Ihe new order with (he leasl pos- 
sible friction and delay. They musl also realize (hat- "world 
peace" is not an empty phrase and that all musl work together 
for the maintenance of peace Ihrough righteousness and jus- 
tice.
